A NEW SCHEME. 


Oo-Operatlve Plan for 


Illinois Central. 


the 


The Chicago Journal published a long 


interview with President Fish, of the 
Illinois Central Railroad company, out- 
lining a plan which he is about to lay 
before the employes of the company. It 
is m brief that they shall from time to 
time deposit with the company a certain 
portion of their earning!) to be invested 
for their benefit in the securities of the 
company. 


President Fish said that the com- 


pany has no stock for sale, but pro- 
poses to assist any of its officers or em- 
ployes to bay one share at a time at a 
fair market price, the purchaser to pay 
in same of not less than 95. On these 
Bums the interest is to be credited, and 
when the share is paid for he can, if he 
wishes, begin the purchase of another. 
It is hoped to enlist every frugal person 
in any way connected with the railroad 
as a ,partner, on a basis of the utmost 
liberality to the small proprietor. It is 
not proposed to form a savings bank or 
benevolent association, the eiperience of 
the company being that the men prefer 
to handle these matters themselves. The 
purchaser may, at any time, have his 
contract cancelled and his money re- 
turned to him with interest. Thus the 
company assumes the entire risk of a fall 
in the price of shares and the expense of 
doing the work. President Fish's belief 
is that this plan properly presented will 
induce greater thrift among the men and 
through their example spread among the 
people the habit of saving and investing 
m securities of a railroad which shall 
give the perfection of railway service and 
the meet profitable investments for the 
small proprietor—sound dividend paying 
railway shares.
